MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1945^ 


Mr •Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  an  abbreviated  annual  report  for  1943. 

The  situation  with  regard  to  nursing, ambulance  and  water  supply 
is  as  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  I would  point  out  again  that  our 
nursing  facilities  are  unequal  to  the  strain  of  an  epidemic.  The 
shortage  of  domestic  help  has  led  tea  fair  number  of  old  people 
being  admitted  to  the  Union  Infirmary  for  want  of  facilities  in 
their  own  homes. 

Infectious  Diseases .-Three  cases  of  notifiable  disease  occurred  as 
follows: - 

One  each  of  Pneumonia, Malaria  and  Measles, all  males. 

One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  came  to  reside  in  the  district  and 
was  later  admitted  to  a sanatorium. 

Births: -34  birtljs  were  Registered  10  female  and  24  male. 

Deaths:-32  deaths  were  regi  stered ,15  female  and  17  male. 

Deaths  from  Carcinoma*.-  There  were  six  deaths  frcm  malignant  disease, 

5 female  and  3 male.  The  female  cases  were  respectively  two 
carcinoma  breast  and  one  brain. ( recurrence  in  child  after  operation). 
The  male  cases  were  One  carcinoma  Larynx, One  carcinoma  tongue, and  one 
carcinoma  bladder. 

There  was  a good  deal  of  minor  illness  during  the  year  and  towards  ' 
the  end  of  December  an  epidemic  of  genuine  Influenza  ^egan,  Ma.ny  of 
the  cases  were  of  a serious  nature  and  complicated  by  acute 
bronchitis.  The  epidemic  lasted  on  into  January  1944  and  has  since 
been  responsible  for  a good  deal  of  ill  health 

Housing: -During  the  year  most  of  the  evacuee  children  returned  to 
their  home  towns  as  did  many  of  the  adults  who  had  come  to  reside  here 
av/ay  from  the  raids.  As  a consequence  overcioowding  was  considerably 
relieved.  There  is  a grave  shortage  of  houses  in  the  district  and 
people  wishing  to  reside  in  the  town  have  great  difficulty  in 
renting  aooommodation*

During  the  year  many  discussions  have  taken  place  on  post-war 
planning. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  these  plans  are  put  into  operation  particular 
attention  will  be  paid  to  tho  erection  of  wollbuilt  convenient 
houses  on  good  sites  and  planned  in  such  a vj&y  as  not  to  destroy 
the  natural  beauty  of  tjie  district.
